MILK AND BUTTER. 


Tropical Countries Whom Trcca TaHo Uio 


I'luco of Cows. 


The rich and little known vegetation of 


Dpper Senegal and Upper Niger includes 
curious forest specimens whose fruit or 
sap furnish men witli food products anal- 
ogous to milk and butter. 
In the first 


place, wo may mcation a sort of oak called 
the liarile. 
This tree bears fruit some- 


what like that of the horse chestnut tree, 
und Laving a white and compact flesh. 
These nuts, dried in a furnace andthun 
decorticated, are crushed and powdered, 
nnd the resulting pasty flour is put into 
cold water. This forms a white substance 
of buttery aspect, which rises to the sur- 
face of the liquid, and which, beaten and 
pressed, constitutes a sort ot butter which 
the natives use as f.ood. Commander Gal- 
[icr.i who has studied this substance and 
its production in situ, considers It verv 
nourishing, and thinks that it might also 
bo us-.'d for maldn- soaps and candles 
analogous to those manufactured from par- 


aninC\'enezueIa. the karite has a vegetable 
competitor in a tree ol another species, the 
tubayba. In this case it is the abundant 
lacteous sap of the tree that is utilized. 
This Is collected by the natives by simply 
making an incision in the bark. Accord- 
log to explorers, tho milk of this tree is 
fatty has au agreeable odor, and is nutri- 
tive*. ' Perhaps tbe most remarkable of 
these milk trees is found in the forests ol 
British Guyana. The pith and bark ol this 
tree contain so lai-fro a Quantity of. sap that 
the least incision, made in the surface 
causes tho valuable liquid to flow. Tho 
natives hold it in high, esteem as a food. 
This product, called hya-hya, not only re- 
sembles milk in appearance, but also in 
u-.icmousncss and taste.—Boston Globe,
